It  was  learned  that  Wellrrian  found 
it  necessary  to  rid  the  airship  bf  trie 
burden  of  in<J.Jit  of  its  gasoline,  retain- 
ing onli'  enough  to  reach  land  In  the 
event  that  the  Trent  had  not  come  to 
the  rescuei.  When  the  steamship 
heeded  the  calip  Of  distress  and  drew 
near  its  aerial  sister,  Wellman  shouted 
his  predicament  through  a  megaphone, 
and  decided  tl;iat  he  would  lowjr  his 
lifeboat.  Whlcb  svrung  Ijeneath  the  dt' 
rtgitaie.  :  As  h  prceauttlion  Aje  Treat 
lowered  toer  lifeboats,  "until  th«  trans.« 
fer  was  effected  and  Wellriian  find  hl«

Captal.i  Down,  of  the  Trent,  flash- 
ed the  first  news  of  the  rescue  In  a 
message  to  thef  New  York  Times, 
which,  with  the  Chicago^  Recordi 
Herald  and  the  L-ondon  IJally  Tele- 
graph, contributed  $35,000  for  the  ex- 
pedition, e'aptaln  Bown  also  advised 
Sanderson  &  Son,  New  York  agents 
for  the  Royal  Mail  ate«kmahlp  picket 
line. 

Subsequently  more  details  came  in 
a  dispatch  to  the  Associated  Press. 

I<\irther  wireless  messages  reach- 
ing New  York  tpnigtit,  iay  that  one 
.of  the  America's  motors  had  broken, 
whicli  made  more  serious  the  predica- 
ment created  when  all.  the  gasiollne 
that  could  i)e  spared  was  cast,  into  the 
sea.

City   Can   Secure  Paving    Blocks   From 
.Seatle  at   Less  Than  Local- 
Cost 


.While  the  city  is  now  getting  a  bet- 
ter supply  of  wood  blocks  for  paving 
purposes  and  since  the  creosote  plant 
has  been  repaired  block  laying  on^Jhe 
Douglas  street  p.avlng  work  is  pro- 
gressing, the  supply  is  not  yet  as 
adequate  as  the  city  engineer  woiild 
like.  The  mills  cl^^m  they  are  doing 
their  best  to  deliver  blocks,  but  they 
"arryet  far  from  the  24.000  blocks  per 
day  which  they  contracted  to  supply. 
The  Item  of  cost  in  treating  the  blocks 
with  creosote  has.  however,  been  freely 
discussed  by  the  aldernwn  recently.  It 
is  asserted  that  by  the  present  rtietltods 
it  costs  the  city  about  $80  per  thous- 
and for  blocks  laid  upon  the  work,  or 
at  least  $2.25  per  square  yard.  Creo- 
soted  blocks  can  'be  Secured  In  Seattle 
and  landed  here;  dufy^paiaT' for  just 
ab.qut  one- half  that  figure:  In  fact, 
in  Vancouver  the  imported  ^article  has 
been  .used  in  preference  to  the  home- 
treated  article.

Buck 
Creeki-thiatrali  passing  through  what 
la  probably  thJe  greatest  huntinB'ground 
c^n  the  Island.  In  this  area  practically 
all  the  remaining  elk  on  the  Island  are 
situated. 


The  aeallng  schooner  Thomas  F. 
Bayardy  Capt.  Biakstad.  reached  Hes- 
quo'U  on  Monday  morning  with  900 
se^lsktns  and  two  sea  otter  skins,  and 
reports  the  schooner  Umbrlna  bound 
south  also  with  900  sealskins.

It 
will  bejuresented  to  the  various  synods 
Ih  B.  C.  for' their  consideration,  and 
afterwards  forwarded  to  the  general 
synod.  The  "^bishop  aslced  the  'V'en. 
Archdeacon  to  Introduce  the  subject 
He  (the  archdeacon)  "said  that  the  time 
had  now  come,  he  felt  sure,  when  the 
four  dioceses  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain were,  strong  enough  to  organize 
provlnclal'ly,  and  so  would  bo  able  to 
provide  for  perpetuation-  without  going 
otitislda  their'  own  borders. 

Canon  Cooper, 'seconding  the  aboiire, 
spoke  at  .some' length.

ROAD   MAKING. 

We  have  a  vory  Interesting  state- 
ment this  morning  from  Mr.  If.  P. 
Bell,  C.E.,  on  tlj<j  matter  of  road  build- 
ing. There, Is  peVhaps  no  line  ofwork 
of  a  public  nature  that  la  done  in  a 
more  haphazard  way  than  the  mak- 
ing of  new  roads. '■^*3Fhil»  hoMS-^rue- 
of  nearly  every  place  oiie  ii*ia,y  choose 
to  go  In  America  at  least,  'i'toeireriai'e' 
some  exceptions  but  they  Qnly  serve 
to  prove  tha-iTile.  An  observer,  who 
—Has  had  many  opporUinlties  of  form- 
ing an  opinion,  oniie  said  that. he  had 
never  seen  a  highway  located  In  the 
right  place.  This  atategient  Is^yery 
much  too  sweeping,  but  the  Instances 
of  wrong  location  are  ^legion.  When 
the. plan  adopted  Is  to  run  block  lines 
and  place  the  roads  along  the  lines. 
it  is  inevitable  that  the  gradients 
cshould  be  exceedingly  bad  in  any- 
thing but  a  level  country.  Recently 
a  person  charged  with  locat^ns  a  new 
road  and  surveying  a  piece  of  land 
said  that  he  intended  to  lay  out  the 
road  first  and  make  the  road  a  base 
line  for  his  survey.  Of  course  In  such 
a  case  he  said  the  lots  would  not  be 
all  the  same  size,  but  that  was  really 
not  a  .matter  of  any  importance.  He 
was  quite  right  In  this.  Whether  a 
farm  contain  160  acr«B  or  only.  100  Is 
n.ot  ,a  matter  of  much,  moment,  but 
every  dd.y  of  a  farmer's  life  it  js  irp- 
portant  that .  the  road  to  ^la.  place 
shoul^  be-  one  along  easy  grades. 
.  Mirr^ell  refers  in  his  letter  to  the 
-<fesirabiyty  of  making  a  highway  so 
as  to  give  .  ea^y  access  to  the  lands 
lying  just  East  of  the  Coast  Range. 
We  commend  this  to  the  consideration 


of  tlie  Minister  of  Public  Works.  We 
hav6  been  at  some  pains  to  acquire

along  with  the'  forxner  and  without 
the  Jattcr,  ^  The  -highway,  proiwpitipn 
prese-nteA  by  this  vfst  Province  is  one 
of  mammoth   proportions. 


The  correspondent  bf  the  London 
Times,  who  accompanied  Earl  Grey  on 
his  trip  to  Hudson  Bay,  deals  with  It 
as  a  route  for  commerce.  Ho  has 
reached   the  following  conclusion:

Given  proper  facilities  at 
Churchill  ItOiight  not  to  be  impt')sslblo 
for  ahlp.s  leaving  Knglanii  about  July 
10  to  do  three  trips  into  the  Bay  dur- 
ing tlic  open,  season.

Details  were  received  by  the  steamer  „ 
Makura  of  the  loss  of  -the  British  ship 
Carnarvon  Bay  on  King's  Island,  Ba.ss 
Strait,  and  the  rescue  of  the  survlvoi^.' 
The  cables  scantily  told -of  the  disaster. 
Capt.  GrlfQth  and  thirteen  men  were 
picked  up  by  the  t(teamer  Tarcoola  and 
landed  at  Melbourne,  and  the  other 
boat's  crew  of  the  mate  and  twelve' 
men  was  foutid  on  King's  Island  after 
search  steamers  had  hunted  for  some 
days. 

■In  his  account  of  the  disaster,  Capt. 
Griffiths  said:  'We  were  having  up.  to 
east  by  north  course  when  the  ship 
struck.  Just  before  1  had  time  to  look 
at  the  standard  compuas  and  founfl 
that  she  hifd  been  coming  up  higher 
than  her  course,  set  by  the  after  com- 
pass. I  had  toldrdttks^  man  at  the  wheel 
to  let  her  face  off  half,  a  point.  Ju^t 
as  I  gave  him  that  order  the  ship 
started  to  graac  on-  the  reef,  and  al- 
most Immediately  to  bump.  The  bymp- 
Ing"  was  comparatively  slight  for  a 
few  minutes.  Then  she  started  to  bans 
In  another  Instant  she  was  bumping  all 
over.  The  vessel  begai.v  continuously  to 
bump.  I  sang  out  to  the  mate  to  swing 
up  his  port  boat  ami- to  pass  It  over 
to  the  starboard,  or  lee,  side  of ,  the 
ship.  Meantime,  the  starboard  boat  was 
swung  into  the  water,  aiid  I  was  hang- 
ing: on  tp  the  side.
